Vatican City —{Radio-NC)}— 
In the second encyclical letter 
written within a week Pope 
Pius XII repeated his call to 
all the nations of the world 


for prayers-for peace and es- 
pecially for a peaceful solution to 
the tense situation in the Middle 
East. 

The Pope appealed to the na- 
tions of the world to be cautious 
of venturing onto the “steep slope 
of violence.” 

“When wise men, driven by the 
desire for true peace, gather to- 
gether to deal with such grave 
problems,” he continued, “they 
must undoubtedly feel compelled 
to choose the way of justice, if 
they consider the great dangers 
of a war from which a small spark 
hee burst into an enormous 

re.” 

THE ENCYCLICAL is one of 
the shortest ever written by the 
Pope. It is entitled Laetamur Ad- 
modum (It is a great joy) after 
the first words of the Latin text. 

This is reported to be the first 
time that one encyclical has fol- 
lowed so closely on another. On 
October 28 the Holy Father issued 
an encyclical, Luctuosissimi Event- 
us (Most sorrowful events), call- 
ing for prayers for the people of 
Hungary. The issueing of the 
second letter is considered a sign 
of the urgency of the Pope’s new 
call for prayer.

The lop-sided win was indicative of the manner in which St. Joe soy By through its 
six-game conference slate this year and the 66-0 score was a fitting climax

It was Tite’s tenth scoring 
pass of the conference cam- 
paign which broke the old indi- 
vidual record of nine for one 
season. The little Quarterback 
from Chicago made them count 
on this Saturday, completing 
only two, both for scores, in five 
attempts. 


The final score came on a 55- 
yard march in five plays, with Ly- 
man ripping off the last 29 yards 
to make it 66-0. The thirst for the 
a i it seemed, was now Satis- 

ed. 


The Pumas also enjoyed their 
greatest day statistically. They 
piled up a mighty 487 yards on the 
ground and, added to Tite’s 75 
aerial yards, 562 total. 

With their 487 yards rushing 
they broke the conference season 
record of 1,661 with a tremendous 
1,856 yards. They broke the ICC 
scoring record of 212 by racking 
up 252 points in six games while 
at the same time smashing the 
record of least points scored 
against in a single season by al- 
lowing their opponents only 19 
points. The old mark was 52. Only 
two of the six conference teams 
scored against St. Joe this year. 

THE REAL statistical bouquet, 
however, must go to the Puma de- 
fense. Not only did this defense 
shut out four of the six ICC teams 
this year, but it entered the game 
allowing an average of only 17 
yards per game rushing and pass- 
ing, which was some 13 yards 
stingier per game than any other 
small college in the nation.
